Senator Logan has returned to Wash 


ington in excellent health. 


Afdispatch from Berlin says that Bis- 


marck is still a great invalid.

Some railroad coal miners in ths 


Pittsbuigh 
district 
recently 
struck 


against a redaction of wages, and colored 
men were imported in their places. The 
miners in 33 pits, on Saturday, resolved 
to continue the strike and stop ail work 
if the negroes are not discharged by 
Jane 1st. At present tho strike effects 
2,000 miners, but if it extends4to all the 
mines, as'threatened, 12,000 men will 
be thrown out of employment. 


Justice James yesterday morning an 


iionnced the decision of the court in 
bane upon the exceptions in the Guiteau 
case, denying a new trial and affirming 
the judgment of the court below. Jus 
tice Haguer, in a separate opinion, dis- 
cussed the bearing of the old Maryland 
law, and held that even after the Mary- 
land Act of 1857 the indictment would 
have been good in the District of Col- 
umbia, and Judge Carter stated that the 
opinions given were the unanimous 
opinion of the court. 


MATTERS IN PJEXSSYlVTAJflA. 


The Republican State 
Convention 


of Pennsylvania sought to nominate a 
ticket that would harmonize the dis- 
cordant elements of the party in that 
State. The element that has been mak- 
ing the trouble there is the Half-bread 
element which numbers about one in 
fivs or six of the Republicans of the 
StaU. In the convention this element 
was allowed to dictate the platform and 
was permitted to name three out of five 
of the candidates oil the State ticket. 
The nominee for Governor, General 
Beaver, is however, a regular Republi- 
can, devoted to the party and its prin- 
ciples, a man who never gets sore or 
fiour. 
He is an honorable man, n 


Christian gentleman. No man has ever 
uttered a word of reproach concerniug 
him. He was a gallant soldier—and 
ona may judge of his devotion to the 
"Union from the fact that having had his 
leg shot off in one of [he battles, he re- 
fused to retire from the service, as any 
other man would have retired, but re- 
mained at the head of liis troops till the 
war closed, going into battle strapped 
to his horse—aud to-day he goes about 
on crutches—as some one has said of 
him, "eloquent crutches." 
Ho was 


nominated by the votes of p. large ma- 
jority of the. convention, ;md without 
having muds uuy effort to secure the 
nomination. 
One would think there 


could be no objection on the part of 
Republicans to such n man. Ono would 
think that every 
Etpublican would 


throw up his hat for him, nud take off 
his coat, roll up his sleeves and go to 
work for him uud endeavor to give him 
such a majority as would bo an honor 
to the old Keystone State. But not so. 
General Beaver's abilities, his high 
character a;t a man, his record as- a 
:;oldier all g> for nothing in view of the 
fact that Don Cunieron likes him and 
will vote for him. That is a sin for 
which Beaver can have no forgiveness 
either in this world or the nest. So the 
Independents will hold a convention 
nnd nominate a ticket ot their own. 
They will not be particular to have any 
soldiers 011 the ticket, or anybody with 
brains or character, but they will take 
somebody, anybody, no matter who or 
wliat, who is not cursed with the friend- 
ship of Senator Cameron—and they will 
vote that ticket >in the interest of the 
.Democratic purty; but tho old soldier 
will get around over Pennsylvania on 
'liis crutches and appeal to his old com- 
rades in arms, and to tUe high-minded, 
patriotic men of the State aud will carry 
the State by a rousing old-fashioned 
majority. We make the prediction that 
Pennsylvania will give General Beaver 
a larger majority than she hus given to 
any ona since Grant ran against Gree- 
ley. She guve Grant one hundred thou- 
sand.

Tbe En* e>r Immigration. 


[London Saturday Review.] 


The idea is now ingrained iu the 


American mind that ths one great de- 
sideratum is an increase of population. 
This idea will survive the circumstances 
which gave it birth, and then the Ameri- 
cans will awaken to a 
senso of im- 


providence that 
is now 
taking DO 


thought of the morrow. 
It may be ob- 


jected that the iimt is far distant when 
the population will be too large, and 
when, therefore, the growth of popula- 
tion may threaten the institutions of 
the country with danger. But is it so? 
As we have already pointed out, in an- 
other eight years the population of the 
United States will probably nearly equal 
the population of France and the United 
Kingdom added together; while in an- 
other t«n years, if the rate of growth is 
maintained, 
the population 
of the 


United 
States will probably 
equal 


that of Russia, 
and, unless 
some 


great disaster occurs to check the rate 
of growth, in another 50 years it will 
have reached an enormous magnitude. 
Already the popnlation is dense in 
parts of the other Eastern States, And 
when it is borne in mind that the system 
of cultivation tends to exhaust the soil, 
while, also, as we have said, the desire 
to increase the population is an over- 
mastering one in the American mind, it 
is highly probable that the dangers 
attendant upon over-population will 
come sooner than is anticipated, especi- 
ally if the competition of other raw ma- 
terial producing countries should in- 
crease very rapidly and should threaten 
American supremacy in the European 
markets. Nor is it only the United 
States that have to dread this difficulty. 
European populations are multiplying 
in confidence that emigration ia always 
available for those who can. not live at 
home. But what will be the conse- 
quence when the United States are 
closed to the intending emigrant? 


Amcricnu Pauperism. 


The growth of pauperism in America 


is shown by all statistic:", to be excessive- 
ly rapid, yet it does not seem to have 
awakened any special effort for its re- 
pression. Nearly all the charity insti- 
tutions nud alms-houses nro increasing 
their population at an alarming rate, 
and the number of able-bodied beggars 
who go from house to house soliciting 
alms is altogether out of proportion to 
the general prosperity of the country. 
The conclusion is inevitable that a con- 
siderable number of these follow that 
coarse simply because it is the easiest 
way to gain a living. There is also an 
increase in the number of abandoned 
and 
incorrigible children, who are 


turned in for the public to maintain. 
Man}- instances of this kind are due to 
the fact that the depraved parents do 
not care enough for their offspring to 
support them. In England such cases 
are punished severely. A short time 
since a man who abandoned a child and 
permitted it to become a charge upon 
tke public was sentenced to six months 
imprisonment. The good effect of such 
a severe measure may reasonably be 
doubted, as it is perhaps better the child 
should be,an object of charity than be 
reared under such a father. The true 
course to be pursued will probably be 
as much of a study iu the future as it 
has in the past. 


tti.Hcon tinned. 


The Eureka Leader says: 
The mail routo between Eureka and 


T^bo, Morey, Hot Creek and vicinities, 
will be discontinued on July 1. This 
will work great hardship on the inhab- 
itants of these places, especially Hot 
Creek, as the Mountain' View mine 
starting up has made the mail of great 
consequence to the owners and em- 
ployes of the mine, as till their bank- 
ing and other business is transacted in 
Eureka. The mail for places named 
will have to go by Austin or "Wadsworth. 
Congressman Cassidy bus done all in 
bis power to have the route remain as 
it is, but of no avail. It would seem 
that some chuckle-headed official in the 
Postoffice Department at Washington 
lias nu idea that he knows more about 
the mail routes of No-vnda than our 
Senators and Cangressmun.

Itcmdjnster Politics. 


[Frank Leslie's Illustrated Paper.] 


A new adjustment of political parti- 


tions has been made in Virginia which 
promises to have an important influence 
on the parly contests of the future in 
that ancient commonwealth, and even 
in adjoining States. The Beadjuster 
Party, which last year defeated the 
Flinders and carried the State, electing 
its Governor, its Legislature and. its 
consequent United States Senator, now 
announces that it will henceforth fight 
under a new banner—that of the Repub- 
lican Administration. 


This is a very bold move. Defeated 


parties sometimes assume new names 
which they imagine will enable thorn to 
make desirable combinations and im- 
prove their status; but for a victorious 
party to fling away the name under 
which it has just won its only victory, 
shows a degree of courage which is quite 
uncommon. The Richmond Whig, the 
Readjnster official organ, frankly de- 
clares itself an Administration paper, 
and ears that the party to which it is 
allied will hereafter be found in the 
ranks of the Republican party, and will 
give its energies to the election of Con- 
gressmen next Fall who will support 
President Arthur and the Administra- 
tion. General Mahone declares that 
this programme meets his approval, 
"and the Readjnsters of Virginia, Dem- 
ocratic and Republican, will hereafter 
be known as Administration men," 


Whether Senator Mahone and his 


friends shall be able to carry enough of 
the Readjustee into the Republican 
party to' hold Virginia next Fall, or shall 
fail to do so, the new departure will in- 
evitably be followed by certain very im- 
portant results, some of which may be 
briefly indicated: 


1. It will draw sharp party lines, 


not only in Virginia but in those adjoin- 
ing States to which the "Administra- 
tion" epidemic will be pretty certain to 
extend. The opositiou to the Bour- 
bons in the South will henceforth be 
plncky and defiant, instead of timidly 
and apologetically asking leave to be; it 
will poll its full vote, insist on its share 
of the inspectors, demand a fair count 
and make an aggressive campaign. 


2. It marks the beginning oi the end 


of tissue votes, stolen ballot-boxes aud 
intimidation; for it promises a division 
of the native whites of the South into 
two parties, neither of which will toler- 
ate sueh outrages. When the blacks 
are everywhere allowed to vote freely 
and have their votes fairly counted, it 
is likely that the Democratic party will 
get a good part of them, if not a major- 
ity, through the influence of personal 
kindness on a naturally grateful, imi- 
tative and susceptible race. On the 
other hand, if a respectable number, 
say one-sixth of the native whites of tbe 
Gulf States, should defy threatened os- 
tracism and cast their lot with the Re- 
publican party, they would carry at 
least South Carolina, Mississippi, Flor- 
ida and Louisana. 


3. The stronger the Republican party 


becomes in the donth the weaker it will 
get in the North. This conclusion is 
almost self-evident. There are thou- 
sands of men in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and other North- 
ern States who would have joined the 
Democratic party years ago, except lot 
the belief that the negroes of the South 
were forbidden a free election; and, as 
soon as Republicans are able to carry 
those Southern States in which they 
naturally have a majority of thu votes, 
the same party will probably lose con- 
trol of some indispensable Northern 
State. 
Then there urc. oilier Republi- 


cans, who, disliking the surrender of 
their party to tho repudiation idea in 
Virginia, will not hesitate to rebuke it 
by co-operating, for u time, at least, 
with the opposition. 


It is not, by any means, certain that 


the Readjnsters of Virginia will be able 
to carry the State under tho weight of 
their new christening. It mar prove 
one readjustment too inuch. It will 
certainly drive from the party some 
who bate the name "Republican" more 
than they dislike tbe unwise policy of 
the Bourbons, and it will bring into the 
party some Republicans who have hith- 
erto cast their lots with the Funders and 
Democrats. 


But, 
on 
the 
whole, whether it 


strengthens or weakens the party iu 
Virginia, it is a wholesome sign of pro- 
gress and sectional harmony. 
The 


time has come when the Bourbons of 
the South should let go their grasp and 
concede to every man bis right to vote. 
TUe time has come when the Republi- 
can party should divide the whites of 
all the States. 
And the time has come 


when Democrats should welcome such 
a readjustment; for only when all Re- 
publicans are free to vote nod count 
their votes in the South cau the Demo- 
cratic party make any perceptible pro- 
gress in the North.
